County Convention 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, 
and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The county commissioners and treasurers shall furnish the 
auditors all the aid and information required hy them in the 
performance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years, but the tax for each. year shall be voted separately and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailers, the physicians, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions, which concern 
the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the re- 
port of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so sup- 
ported, and the average cost per week for each pauper, with 
the explanation of the basis upon which such calculation was 
made.

Concorp, March 5, 1931. 


A convention of the Rockingham County delegation was 
held in Room 100 on Thursday, March 5, immediately after 
the morning session, due notice of said convention having 
previously been advertised and announced by the speaker. 

The delegates were convened for a dual purpose: first, to 
make the biennial appropriation for Farm Bureau extension 
work; and second, as a special committee to whom was re- 
ferred House Bill No. 125, an act relating to the salary of the 
solicitor for Rockingham County. 

Under the first article relating to the appropriations for 
Rockingham County Farm Bureau extension work, President 
Bassett, of the Rockingham Farm Bureau, and James Puring- 
ton, county agent, appeared and stated the requirements for 
the ensuing two years. The same sum as was granted at the 
1929 session was asked for. After brief discussion, on motion 
made by Henry P. Haynes, of Deerfield, duly seconded, it 
was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $6500 for 1931 
and a similar sum for 1932. Ona roll call thirty-three members 
voted in the affirmative and none in the negative. 

As a special committee to act upon House Bill No. 125, 
an act relating to the salary of the county solicitor, the mem- 
bers listened to the presentation of a request to increase the 
salary of the solicitor from $1200 to $2000 by Judge Guptill, 
of Portsmouth, and Assistant Attorney-General Wadleigh, 
Stephen M. Wheeler, of Atkinson, Judge Adams, of Portsmouth, 
and others, all for the bill. In executive session it was voted

tuting $1500 and to report the bill as amended ought to pass.

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County 
herewith present the annual reports of the county commission- 
ers, clerk of the Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superin- 
tendent of the County Farm and House of Correction, farm 
physician, farm chaplain, treasurer and auditors for the year 
ending December 31, 1931. 

The year that came to an end on December 31, 1931, will 
long be remembered by the present board of county commis- 
sioners and owing to the depression will go down in history as 
one of the most distressing years that has ever been experi- 
enced in the county’s work. 

Families, who have never before suffered, have been forced 
to ask for help, having been reduced to want and desperation. 
The wage earner who would only be too glad to work, if he 
could find it, has been forced through non-employment to 
apply for relief for himself and family. 

The farm has had a larger number of inmates than for 
many years, being almost filled to its capacity. The county 
hospital has taken care of many cases in a most satisfactory 
manner. 

The buildings at the farm were all repainted with two coats 
of paint this year, and a new piggery was built, which will 
take care of the swine, in a most sanitary manner, and we 
feel very proud of the farm buildings, and think they will 
compare very favorably with the farm buildings of the other 
counties in the state. The last legislature appropriated the 
sum of five thousand dollars for the purpose of building a 
new piggery and gave permission to the commissioners to take 
whatever might be necessary to complete the work and repair 
the barn from their surplus. 

Such minor repairs which have been necessary on the Records 
Building and Court House in Exeter and the Portsmouth Jail 
and Court House in Portsmouth have been taken care of, 
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and we are glad to report that these buildings are in an ex- 
cellent condition. 

The law termed “Old Age Assistance,” which was passed 
at the last session of the legislature, granting assistance to 
needy people who have lived in the county over fifteen years, 
and being over seventy years of age, has been enforced, al- 
though no appropriation was made by the state to take care 
of this expense; therefore all the money spent for this purpose 
has had to come out of our county’s surplus. This law has 
greatly increased the expenses of the county commissioners 
as the law requires that hearings shall be held before the com- 
missioners in the towns from which applications are received. 

The aid to the blind has been greatly increased this year, 
but this is a very worthy and satisfactory branch of the com- 
missioners’ work, as it brings to those unfortunates, who 
suffer through no fault of their own, much happiness. 

Every effort was made on the part of the commissioners 
and Sheriff Spinney and many other people in the county, 
who were interested in the inmates of the farm, to make it a 
merry Christmas for them. There was a Christmas tree in 
every department and every child, inmate and prisoner in the 
institution was remembered on Christmas day. 

The full board of commissioners meet each Wednesday at 
the County Farm for the regular weekly inspection and will 
be pleased to see any of the selectmen or anyone who is espec- 
ially interested in the farm on that day. 

The board also meets every Friday in Portsmouth to trans- 


act any county business that may come before them at that 
time.

Physician’s Report 
January 1, 1932. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 

County: 

The above date reminds us that a new report concerning 
the sanitary and general conditions at the county institution 
at Brentwood is expected. 

Due probably to the general business depression the aver- 
age number of inmates has been larger than for many years 
before this. Consequently there has been more nursing and 
medical work required than usual. 

Excepting a few epidemics of colds there have been no infec- 
tions prevalent. There has been an unusual number of specific 
cases. 

There have been eight births with two terribly deformed 
children. 

The death list numbers 32; nine of these only lived from 
eight hours to a week. One was dead on arrival and one died 
on the way, but so far from the farm that it was not counted 
in our list. 

Miss Lord, our head nurse, has been steadily and ably at 
her post, patient and kind even to the most ungrateful, and 
some are. 

Dr. Donald E. Higgins, my associate, has been a great help 
and relief to me by his able and very kind assistance. 

The exchange of the old agate for new earthen table dishes 
is a great improvement and appreciated by the inmates. 

Few other changes have been made, except I might add, 
a new piggery has been built at a safe distance from other 
buildings, thereby making conditions about the barns more 
sanitary. 

I wish to emphasize the spirit of co-operation of the board 
of commissioners. The superintendent, matron and their as- 
sistants have done all possible for the comfort and welfare of 
those committed to our care and for my aid and pleasure. 
All of which is thankfully appreciated.

Solicitor’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 

Rockingham: 

April 1, 1931, when I took office there were about twenty- 
five cases still pending in Superior Court on the criminal list, 
some of which have been disposed of and some of which are 
still pending. Those disposed of are as follows: 

763, State v. French; offence: operation of motor vehicle 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor; plea not guilty. 
After a trial by jury a verdict of not guilty was ordered by 
the Court. 

799, State v. Ernest H. Johnson; offence: violation of Blue 
Sky law. This case was marked ‘“‘not to go forward.”
